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Applicant extended further arguments as follows: 

(1) Scholander ref teaches incorporating PEI in the polyacrylonitrile membrane, 
whereas the applicant's invention is to have the PEI coated on the membrane. 
Response: even if PEI penetrates the polyacrylonitrile layer, PEI is still in the surface, 
and that is enough to read on to the product claims. 

(2) Applicant's process makes the heparin keep its initial properties even after coating 
on the membrane: 

Response: there is nothing in the Scholander ref to indicate that heparin would change 
in the scholander process. 

(3) motivation to combine: there is a strong motivation to combine the references in col 
1 lines 15-33. 

(4) Process in Scholander is not coating of the PEI on the membrane, but incorporation 
in to the membrane. Response: coating is process, claim is for the product; moreover, 
the part of the teaching of Scholander, that is incorporating PEI, was not considered in 
the rejection because Thomas already teaches it.
